V/e  would  like  to  report  the  sighting  of  an  Unidentified  Flying  Object  on 
1 December,  1958  at  approximately  1637  hours  K.S.T. 


The  object  when  first  sighted  seemed  to  be  a jot  trail  inasmuch  it  was 
white  in  colon  and  had  that  general  shape*  When  first  sighted  it  was  inclinad 
approximately  60°  with  the  horizon.  It  then  changed  to  a level  position.  A 
few  moments  later  it  seemed  to  turn  end  for  end  (still  in  a level  position) 
until  it  became  a small  white  brilliant  dot.  Then  vrithout  any  other  apparent 
motion  it  vanished*  The  object  was  under  observation  for  about  two  minutes.

Appro:d.matc  altitude  of  sighting  was  3°»  approximate  bearing  was  230®  True*

this  since  its  exact  size  is  naturally  unknovm.  Observer  position  and 
bearing  to  object  was  determined  from  C.itG.S,  Chart  Ho.  369*
